ARMY SCHOOLS TURN S0L- 
DIERS INTO FARMERS 


Army Schools in France Proving a 
Success--Find Men Eager 
to Study. 


Over in east central France there la 
going on an American adventure in ed­ 
ucation of which very little has been 
said over here. A university has been 
established, with a college of agricul­ 
ture and ten other colleges and a farm 
school. 
Two months ago it was an 
idea; today it h:^ 8.000 enrolled stu­ 
dents; more than 3,000 attend the 
school while extension activities reach 
hundred* of thousands of men in one 
way or another. The university build­ 
ing is a former American hospital near 
the town of Beaume, in the famous 
vineyard district of Cote d'Or. 
About tho middle of March a host of 
young American soldier* came sweep­ 
ing into the old hospital grounds from 
all parts of the expeditionary forces. 
They had packs on their backs, guns 
in their hands, gas masks and “tin” 
lints at their sides. They put on over­ 
alls, picked up hammers, saws, shov­ 
els and picks, and made things ready 
to go to school. They kept coming, so 
that now the university occupies more 
than 300 structures, which called for 
800 carloads of material aud equip­ 
ment. 
This was the work of the army edu­ 
cation commission, in co-opcration with 
the department of agriculture and va­ 
rious state colleges and universities. 
Tile Idea made a hit with the soldiers 
at once. Each week tens of thousands 
of them are in class or lecture rooms 
established throughout the army. The 
teaching stair from the home colleges 
found the men eager to talk about 
fanning “back home,” which was one 
of the objects of the experiment. They 
are satisfied by the interest displayed 
in the class and by the fact that more 
than 500 farm ers’ clubs have been or­ 
ganized, with a membership of fully 
20,000 soldiers. 
One day a 
flying 
squadron of “city fellers” came over 
to the university to “get some agri­ 
cultural dope.” 
There was enjoyment 
of army pleasantry at first, but In th** 
end several of the visitors confessed 
themselves so interested that they, too, 
soon would he in the school 
In many units of the expeditionary 
forces farmer-soldiers have a chance 
to go to agricultural schools which 
maintain courses of six to twelve 
weeks and give instruction iii several 
fundamental studies. They are called 
post and divisional schools. They are 
usually under the general supervision 
of representatives of the commission, 
although the principals and teachers 
are from the army. They are held in 
all sorts of places, wherever rooms and 
equipment can be found. In Germany 
abandoned agricultural schools in the 
occupied territory have been taken 
over. Even the land surrounding such 
schools has been made use of for prac 
tleal work with crops, soil and gar­ 
dens. Sometimes live stock is secured 
for judging, but usually the classes 
are taken to near-by farm s for study 
and observation of the live stock found 
there. 


Forty Studies Offered. 
Forty different studios are offered 
the boys grouped in four general de­ 
partm ents—animal husbandry, agron­ 
omy, horticulture and forestry and 
rural economics and sociology. In ad­ 
dition supporting subjects are offered 
a t otlu r colleges of tho university. 
In the first account of this American 
university to be received by the de­ 
partm ent of agriculture Prof. F. W. 
Beckman of Iowa State college says: 
“Tho immediate results of the educa­ 
tional program of the commission are 
worth while, but farseeing men expect 
even greater results in the future. 
Secretary Baker, in his address at the 
university, said he believed that out of 
the commission’s work would come a 
perm anent educational policy for the 
army, combining military training with 
training for the vocations and for civil 
life. Agriculturally the immediate re­ 
sults will be large, for the farmer-sol­ 
diers of tho expeditionary forces are 
being .stirred to a full realization of 
their opportunities and their obliga­ 
tions in the rural field. 
They are 
thinking as they never thought, before 
about the rural tasks that await them 
back homo, and they are likely to re­ 
turn better qualified to deal with them 
and with a new spirit toward them.”

the mechanical features of the arti­ 
ficial limb. 
In the case of a severed hand the 
muscle groups surrounding the bone 
ore trained to operate catgut cords 
which, In turn, operate artificial lin­ 
gers.

Washington.—A busy place these 
days of demobilization is the bureau of 
war risk insurance of the treasury de­ 
partment of the United States, with its 
14,000 employees and its files contain­ 
ing 80,000,000 records. 
Demobilization is having the effect 
of making a large proportion''of the 
soldiers become transient for an in­ 
definite period after leaving the serv­ 
ice. Many of the original addresses of 
these men become useless, as thou­ 
sands forget to leave forwarding ad­ 
dresses and neglect to write to the bu­ 
reau. 
In this way many men are los­ 
ing touch with the bureau and are 
neglecting their insurance. Hence the 
efforts of the bureau to keep in touch 
with demobilized men are increasingly 
difficult, as demobilization progresses. 
Every possible agency is being used, 
Including the Red dross and public or­ 
ganizations of many kinds. 
Uncle Sam la. perfecting plans for 
the new form.4 bf government insur­ 
ance which the demobilized soldier will 
want in place of his war risk insur­ 
ance. 
But the soldier cannot change 
his war risk insurance for this new in­ 
surance unless his monthly premiums 
are paid up to date on his old insur­ 
ance. 


Advice to Soldiers. 
The advice which is being sent out 
from the bureau of war risk insurance 
to the soldiers who h^ve left the serv­ 
ice may be summarized thus: 
Hold on to your w’ar risk insurance. 
Keep up your premium payments. 
If you have permitted your Insurance 
to lapse-even if you have formally 
canceled It—hasten to reinstate it un­ 
der the new and liberal provisions for 
reinstatement. 
Write for advice or information to 
the “Insurance Division, 
Bureau of 
War Risk Insurance, Washington. D. 
CY’ 
Give your full name and your 
address, your rank at the time of ap­ 
plying for Insurance; if in the army, 
your army serial number, tile number 
of your insurance certificate, if known. 
In sending check or money order for 
your premium, make It payable to the 
“Treasurer of the United States" and 
mail it to “Premium Receipt Station, 
Bureau of War Risk Insurance, Wash­ 
ington. D. C.” 
Uncle Sam provided every soldier, 
sailor and marine with a right to a 
policy for $10,000. 
If you can't keep 
all of it, keep at least part of it. You 
can reduce it if you have to. 
You can convert to a government en­ 
dowment policy which 
will 
assure 
financial comfort in later years. 
All policies issued by tile govern­ 
ment contain a total disability clause, 
making them payable at any time you 
may become totally and permanently 
disabled, regardless of your age. 
A service man, after his return to 
civil life, may engage In any occupa­ 
tion, no matter how hazardous, without 
affecting his insurance. 
No physical or medical examination 
Is necessary for the conversion of poli­ 
cies. 
Your government insurance is pro­ 
tected from the claims of creditor". 
Neither you nor your beneficiary 
ever will have to pay a cent taxes to 
tile government on the proceeds of your 
government insurance. 
You may pay your premiums by the 
month, without having to pay anything 
extra on account of additional expense 
to the government of collecting month­ 
ly premiums. 
Or, if you prefer, you 
may pay quarterly, semi-annually or 
annually. 
The government pays all 
the expenses of running the business. 
! You may have the w’hole month in 
which to pay the premium for that 
month. 
If you fail to pay and your 
policy lapses, you may get it back 
through provisions for reinstatement. 
Cash and Loan Values. 
I After one year the new’ government 
policies will have guaranteed cash and 
loan values, also paid-np insurance and 
extended term insurance values. 
The 
“cash value” of a new government pol­ 
icy is the amount the government gives 
you if you choose to give up your in­ 
surance. The “loan value” means that 
you can borrow money on your policy 
up to 94 per cent of the cash value.

Farmers declare that the prospects 
early in the season were good), but 
that the early drought checked the 
growth and that in every hill there 
are many 
sjnall potatoes 
that will 
not mature to marketable size. 
The 
recent rains have 
been 
helpful to 
some of the late potatoes, but many 
of the vines are already dead and the 
growth has practically stopped.
